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LIBRARY WAR SERVICE 


The responses to the call for more books 
for soldiers and sailors still overseas and 
on transports have been coming in slowly, 
and Minnesota has not reached her quota of 
10,000 volumes. The total shipments re- 
ported to the state agent aggregate about 
7,500. An effort was made to close the 
campaign before June ist but shipments 
may continue to be sent to New York up 
to July 1st. Text books may also be sent 
with other gift books and any money col- 
lected for the purchase of books should be 
sent to Mr. George B. Utley, Executive 
secretary, Library War Service, Washington, 
a . 

The stories which come from overseas are 
convincing as to the real need for books, 
and there should be no relaxation of effort 
until the last man is home.

The 
library war service has shown what can be 
accomplished by concerted action, and a 
stronger national organization is necessary 
to promote the welfare of libraries in 
America, to meet squarely the question of 
better salaries, to aid in the solution of 
problems developed in war service and to 
place American librarians and librarianship 
in a position commanding full recognition 
and adequate support. 

A larger membership is necessary to 
finance co-operative library service in pub- 
licity, book-selection and buying, from which 
everyone in library work fwould receive 
positive returns. The dues for an annual 
member are $3 ($2 after first year), institu- 
tional member $5.

THAT “PUBLICK SPIRIT” 
By DORA JETT, Assistant, Historical Library 


When one reads the letters of old John 
Durie, deputy “keeper” of the king’s medals 
and library, St. James, London, he can not 
help being impressed with two specific char- 
acteristics contained in them,—the sincerity 
and disinterested zeal of the man, and the 
fact that although his ideas were promulgat- 
ed nearly three hundred years ago, there 
is great similarity between the theories he 
advanced and our present systematic meth- 
ods of library economy. 

This passage in particular impresses one 
forcibly, “It is true that a fair librarie, is 
not only an ornament and credit to the place 
where it is; but an useful commoditie by it- 
self to the publick; yet in effect it is no 
more than a dead bodie as now it is con- 
stituted, in comparison of what it might bee, 
if it were animated with a publick spirit to 
keep and use it, and ordered as it might bee 
for publick service.” We wonder after read- 
ing this if the library as “constituted” in 
nineteen hundred and nineteen would reach 
the standard of his ideals, or if it would be 
still, in his estimation, a “dead bodie.” 

That he had a present day conception of 
our card catalogue, arranged by author, sub- 
ject and title is evinced by the following 
paragraph in one of his letters, . . “And 
a catalogue of their (books) titles made al- 
phabetically in reference to the author’s 
name, with a note of distinction to shew 
the science to which they are to bee re- 
ferred.” 

If his criticism of some phases of our 
modern library administration would have 
been adverse, that of our splendid system of 
cataloguing, with the invaluable assistance 
of the Library of Congress cards, must have 
been favorable. But a library can be well 
equipped with all this modern economy, the 
librarian himself may be known far and 
near for his erudition, the assistants may 
all have had the necessary education, experi- 
ence, and technical training, and every art 
which man has invented to better the ad- 
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ministration may be applied, yet if the 
library is not animated by that “publick 
spirit’? of which Durie speaks, which is good 
stewardship and faithful service, it is in- 
deed a “dead bodie.”’ 

And good stewardship and faithful service 
mean more than the painstaking up-keep of 
the books and rendering value received for 
salaries which are oftentimes inadequate. 
It means more than to remain passively at 
our desks from a certain time in the morn- 


‘ing to the time of closing in the afternoon, 


though with the attitude of willing helpful- 
ness. We must take a more active part. We 
must become saturated with the realiza- 
tion that the library exists for the benefit of 
the people, and that ministering to their 
wants and needs whatever they may be, if 
bounded by any degree of reason, is our 
first consideration. While, as a matter of 
course, we must not neglect the fact that 
we are ever constructing our library for 
future service, we must be keenly alive to 
the needs of the people of today. The 
special emphasis must be put upon the aid 
which we give to our present day patrons, 
for, in proportion as they get what they need 
will the library gain that reputation for help- 
fulness which reaches far, very far, into the 
future. Such a reputation, well-deserved, is 
the main element in the purpose of every 
educational institution. We must co-operate 
our brains, our tact and our wit, and actual- 
ly anticipate the needs of our people, and 
if the library is one that is rich in resources, 
let them not be compared to the talent 
which the man hid in the ground. En- 
thusiasm, interest, inspiration and a geniune 
and obvious desire to help our fellowman 
all come naturally and do not have to be ac- 
quired when this realization of the people’s 
part in the library is predominant in our 
minds. 





LAKE REGION LIBRARY CLUB 


The second annual meeting of the Lake 
Region Library Club was held in Brainerd, 
May 26-27, with an attendance of 19 libra- 
rians and trustees, representing 8 libraries. 

Mr. J. A. Wilson, president of the Brainerd 
library board, gave the address of welcome, 
explaining the relationship of the public, the 
board and the librarian and enlarging upon 
the qualifications of the librarian. Mrs. Jenny 
Lind Blanchard, president of the club, re- 
sponded. 

Miss Amy A. Lewis, librarian of the Fer- 











gus Falls Public Library, read a paper on— 
How to Meet the Increasing Demands on the 
Library. She spoke of the new opportunities 
confronting the library as an active, social- 
izing, reforming and educational agency. 
“The Government tells us to ‘hook up the 
library to the community.’ Does that mean 
that the library should provide the hooks, 
and the community the eyes? In that case 
the public must be instructed in the art of 
making a secure fastening.” 

Following the example of the President’s 
famous 14 points, she enumerated the in- 
creasing demands of the library as 1. Book 
selection, 2. Child welfare, 3. Compilation 
of school-lists for outside reading, 4. County 
Fair exhibits, 5. Debating societies, 6. 
Farmers’ Clubs, 7. National library service 
8. Publicity, 9. Rural teachers, 10. School 
service, 11. Story-hours, 12. Women’s Clubs, 
13. Work with the general public, 14. Work 
as universal referee. 

The need of more funds to carry on all 
these activities was urged, while the only 
solution of the problem is co-operation and 
advertising through the newspaper, the 
schools, the club meetings and moving pict- 
ure slides. She described the use of the 
bulletin board for government announce- 
ments and arrangement of pamphlet ma- 
terial of current interest for ready reference, 
keeping it weeded out. Lists and material 
for free distribution are kept at the loan 
desk, and good maps are hung in plain 
view. 

Co-operation with the teachers is especial- 
ly important in selection of books, and send- 
ing requests for reference material in ad- 
vance. Instruction to pupils in the use of 
the library, and a library day for club wom- 
en are helpful in educating the public to 
help themselves, not only for their own 
profit, but to the benefit of the long-suffering 
librarian. 

Miss Jean Stewart, librarian of Wadena, 
gave a graphic account of the drive recent- 
ly conducted in Wadena to raise money for 
a library site. They had been accustomed to 
ask people for fifty cents a year, but had 
little difficulty in persuading several leading 
citizens to head the list with $100 subscrip- 
tions. A total of $2,210 was raised for the 
purchase of the site, the council has levied 
a tax of two mills which will amount to 
$1,500 a year, and a gift of $15,000 from the 
Carnegie Corporation is expected. 

The session adjourned to enjoy an auto- 
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mobile ride over the beautiful road to Mer- 
rifield on Long Lake, after which guests 
were entertained at supper by the Brainerd 
library board. 


The evening session was held at the 
Masonic Hall, with a program furnished by 
three members of the library board of Little 
Falls. Mrs. Ed. M. Lafond read a paper on 
The Financial Responsibility of the Library 
Trustee to the Community, in which she 
forcibly urged a knowledge of the city’s 
financial condition, the necessity for pres- 
entation of a well-planned budget and edu- 
cation of the public, as well as the council 
in regard to the library’s possibilities. She 
estimated that an amount equal to 50 per 
cent of the population would be adequate 
for library support. Mrs. C. A. Weyerhauser 
charmed her audience with her rendition of 
a group of Russian songs and Mrs. L. D. 
Brown gave the address of the evening on 
The Library’s Part in Reconstruction. The 
problems of reconstruction were enumerated 
as Americanization, Economic readjustment, 
Financial readjustment, New demands in 
education, emphasizing vocational education, 
Agricultural readjustment, Government 
ownership and (Spiritual and Ethical read- 
justment. In all these the library, if it is 
a living institution, must have a part. It 
should be a clearing-house for news and 
distribution of government bulletins, should 
keep pace with all social reforms, provide 
vocational books and “let new demands 
create new duties.” 


After the session the members of the club 
spent a delightful social hour at the home of 
Mrs. Clara Jones, the librarian at Brainerd. 


After the business session, Miss Baldwin 
of the Library Commission, opened the 
morning program with a discussion on 
county libraries, explaining the new law 
and suggesting ways to further the establish- 
ment and development of county libraries 
in Minnesota. 

Miss Ethel S. McCubrey, Moorhead, then 
read a paper on Morning Mail, giving a 
clever parody on Kipling’s Boots— 

“For it was seven-six-eleven-twenty of ’em 
today— 

Four-eleven-seventeen-thirty-two the day be- 
fore— 

Books-books-papers-lists-coming in and going 
out again, 

Wor there’s no getting away from them in a 
library. 
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Don’t-don’t-don’t look at what’s in front of 
you. 

Books-books-books coming in and going out 
again— 

Try-try-try to think of something different 
to do with them. 

For there’s no getting away from them in a 
library. 

Count-count-count the bulletins and pamph- 
lets. 

If your eyes drop they will get a-top 0’ you. 

It’s not-not-not the chronic sight of ’em, 

But the question what to do with ’em. 

For there’s no getting away from them in 
a library. 

Miss McCubrey went on to describe the 
morning mail, which looks like “junk” to 
the casual observer, but furnishes a wealth 
of authentic facts, reports, statistics on 
social and educational conditions. She set 
forth the necessity for discrimination in 
sorting and preserving, and suggested that 
the first half hour should be devoted to 
sorting the mail and scanning the magazines 
and newspapers. 

The magazine racks and pamphlet boxes 
take care of the current magazines until 
ready for binding. Ordinary letter files are 
used for book-lists and letters, and the book 
lists should be promptly checked and filed 
for reference. The use of Gaylord’s pamph- 
let binders and easy file clipping holders has 
brought much material to the notice of 
readers. Miss McCubrey advocated making 
subject cards for most of the pamphlets and 
putting class numbers on the pamphlet hold- 
ers and boxes. The combination magazine 
rack and bulletin board has been useful in 
calling attention to new material of value 
to workers in the various campaigns of the 
war and reconstruction period. 


Mrs. Margaret McCord, librarian of Alex- 
andria, in a paper on Library House Keep- 
ing, discussed the attributes of the ideal 
librarian, which include education, library 
training and experience, a pleasing persona!l- 
ity, dignity, patience, sympathy, a liking for 
people and ability to meet them with kind- 
ness, consideration and courtesy, culture and 
a love of books, cheerfulness, health and 
strength. To this long list must be added 
proficiency in housekeeping, for a poor 
housekeeper will never make a good libra- 
rian. To keep the library as clean and 
sanitary as the home, a real house-cleaning 
is necessary twice a year, when all books 
are removed from the shelves and dusted, 
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shelves cleaned and some disposition made 
of waste and useless material. Books, 
shelves, floors and fixtures ought at all times 
to be kept as free from dust as possible. 
Keeping books clean and whole and in order 
on the shelves and standing uprgiht are 
tasks which call for daily watchfulness. The 
question of mending and binding is a real 
problem in a small library, but much can 
be done by keeping mending materials at 
the desk to tip in a loose leaf, fasten a book 
pocket or mend a torn page. Re-enforcing 
new books and shellacing the covers adds 
greatly to their lives. Re-enforcing maga- 
zine covers, clipping old magazines and bind- 
ing stories and articles for circulation was 
advocated. The care and arrangement of 
reference material for convenient use is of 
special importance, and use of pamphlet 
boxes for back numbers of magazines which 
are not bound is convenient. All records 
and card catalog should be kept up to date 
and accurate. The ideal librarian would 
leave her library in such shape each night 
that her successor might take up the work in 
the morning with little inconvenience and 
loss of time. 

The papers were all followed by live dis- 
cussion, and the members went home more 
enthusiastic than ever over the value of the 
club in strengthening the work in this dis- 
trict. 

At the business session, resolutions of 
thanks for the delightful hospitality were 
passed and the following officers elected 
for the coming year.

DISTRICT CLUB MEETINGS 


At the midwinter meeting of the Federa- 
tion of Women’s Clubs, the Library Ex- 

















tension Committee, of which Miss Baldwin 
is chairman, agreed to undertake a library 
survey in each district to ascertain the 
library needs of the district. A preliminary 
report has been presented at the district 
meetings this spring by the chairman or 
members of the committee. Miss Baldwin 
reported at the meetings of the 9th district, 
Fergus Falls; 3rd district, Pine Island; 7th 
district, Appleton; and Mrs. Blanchard, of 
Little Falls, presented the report at the 6th 
district, St. Cloud and Mrs. P. J. Schwarg, 
at the 1st district Waseca. 

The survey will include the number of 
public and traveling libraries in each county, 
population of counties, proportion of books 
to population and per capita expenditures 
for libraries. 

The library’s broadening opportunities in 
the period of readjustment were emphasized 
and its resources in educational, social and 
recreational problems were set forth. The 
library as an essential feature in community 
centers and the development of county 
libraries was urged. 

The complete survey will be presented at 
the 25th annual meeting of the Federation 
next fall, accompanied by charts and maps, 
showing the library development during the 
last twenty years.

LIBRARY LEGISLATION 


The most important piece of legislation 
affecting libraries was the establishment 
of a State Department of Education under 
a State Board of Education, which takes over 
all the functions, powers and duties of the 
State Library Commission. The Library Com- 
mission as a board terminates its existence 
August ist, but its work will be continued 
as a division of the Department of Educa- 
tion. 

The members of the new board appointed 
by the Governor are George B. Aiton, Grand 
Rapids, Chairman; W. D. Willard, Mankato; 
Julius Boraas, Northfleld; T. BE. Cashman, 
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Owatonna and Mrs. R. D. Musser, Little 
Falls. 

At a meeting of the board held June 2nd, 
Supt. J. M. McConnell was elected commis- 
sioner of education for a term of six years 
and all other members of the present staff 
of the Department of Education were re- 
elected. 

The following appointments were made 
in the library division: (Miss ‘Clara F, 
Baldwin, Library Director; Miss Harriet A. 
Wood, of Portland, Oregon, Supervisor of 
School Libraries and Field Organizer; Miss 
Lillian E. Cook, of Grand Forks, N. D., 
Librarian of Traveling Libraries; Miss 
Margaret Doty, Reference Librarian. The 
present clerical staff of the Commission was 
also retained consisting of Miss Maude E. 
Robinson, stenographer and Office secretary; 
Miss Grace Ivey and Miss Loretta Byrne, 
clerks. 

The definite recognition of the public 
library as a part of the state educational 
system, and consolidation of school and pub- 
lic library supervision under one department 
will make for better organization and de- 
velopment of the library system throughout 
the state. While the Department of Educa- 
tion has always co-operated with the Li- 
brary Commission, the members of the Com- 
mission favored consolidation under the new 
board, believing that thereby all the library 
interests of the state would be advanced. 

The Library Commission has served the 
state for twenty years, being created by the 
Legislature of 1899. The only changes in 
the personnel of the board have been in the 
ex-officio members; the appointed members, 
Mrs. Margaret Evans Huntington, of North- 
field, and Miss Gratia A. Countryman, 
librarian of the Minneapolis Public Library, 
having been reappointed by successive 
governors. During the twenty year period 
there have served three presidents of the 
University, Cyrus Northrop, George E. 
Vincent and M. L. Burton, four Superinten- 
dents of Education, J. H. Lewis, J. W. Olsen, 
C. G. Schulz and J. M. McConnell and two 
secretaries of the Historical Society, Warren 
Upham, and Solon J. Buck. As a board un- 
hampered by political influence, all its mem- 
bers have conscientiously studied the library 
development of the state and the members 
of the Commission staff owe much to their 
generous support and broad vision of the 
library opportunities in Minnesota. 


The legislature of 1919 appropriated 
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$15,000 annually for the Library Commis- 
sion, a substantial increase over the last 
biennial appropriation, and the largest sum 
ever received. 

A new county library law was passed by 
the Legislature, allowing boards of county 
commissioners to establish and maintain 
county libraries and levy a tax not to ex- 
ceed one mill on the dollar on all property 
in the county not already taxed for library 
purposes. If there is a free public library 
in the county, the board will contract with 
its board of directors according to the form- 
er law, but if there is no library, the board 
of county commissioners shall appoint a 
board of five. directors, whose powers and 
duties shall be the same as those of library 
boards in a city or village. See Chapter 
445, Laws of 1919. 

The law has been included with other 
laws relating to education in a pamphlet 
issued by the Department of Education, 
which may be obtained by applying to the 
Department. 

A thorough discussion of county libraries 
will be given at the November meeting of 
the M. L. A. to open the way for a thorough 
campaign for their extension throughout 
the state, wherever conditions are favorable.

NEWS OF MINNESOTA LIBRARIES 


(Items of news for this column are solic- 
ited from all libraries in the state. Th- 
should be sent to the Director of the Com- 
mission by the 15th of the month precedins 
each issue of the bulletin, which appears 
quarterly in March, June, September and De- 
cember.) 

Austin. A branch library will be opened 


this summer in the far side of town. A 
deposit collection will also be placed in 
the packing plant. 

Baudette. A library benefit was given at 
the Grand Theatre in April. 

Benson. The Monday Club donated $10 
for the purchase of new fiction for the last 
box of gift books sent to the soldiers. 

Brainerd. The city charter has been 
amended to provide not less than one-half 
mill for the library, which will enable the 
library to meet its obligations. 

Coleraine. A baby clinic was conducted 
at the public library in March under the 
auspices of the Literary Club. 

Dodge Center. The library has been re- 
moved from the Y. M. C. A. building to the 
Agricultural building on the school grounds. 

Duluth. A marked increase in circulation 
over the same months a year ago is reported 
at all Duluth library branches. 











Fergus Falis. A conference of members 
of the library board, school board, and city 
council was held at the library April 30. 
The library has reached the limit of taxation 
allowed by the city charter, and the need 
of additional funds is urgent to meet the 
increased cost of maintenance. The director 
of the Library Commission was present and 
the new budget prepared by the library 
board was discussed. A campaign of educa- 
tion will be carried on, and an amendment 
to the charter will be voted on at the next 
election. 

The Women’s Clubs of Fergus Falls have 
undertaken to raise a minimum of $500 as 
a memorial to Mrs. Phebe Lyon Welch. The 
interest of the funds will be used to pur- 
chase books for the library. 

Minneapolis. An increased schedule of 
salaries has been approved by the library 
board. <A larger appropriation is being 
sought from the county commissioners. The 
county has been contributing $1,000 a year, 
while the rural service cost $1,454.83. 15,000 
books were read in the 63 stations outside 
of Minneapolis, exclusive of county residents 


who drew books directly from the central | 


library or its city branches. 

The technical department has been co- 
operating in the “Own Your Own Home” 
movement by sending out letters to contrac- 
tors. 

All school branches have been kept open 
one evening a week for Americanization 
work. There has been a splendid response 
from foreigners in the use of books on 
citizenship. 

The library has sent 12 boxes of material 
to the fire district of Northern Minnesota. 

A testimonial dinner was given to T. B. 
Walker in appreciation of his gift of a site 
for the library and the Walker art collection. 
Mr. Walker gave the library history of the 
city, and there were addresses by President 
M. L. Burton of the University of Minnesota, 
C. J. Rockwood, Miss Countryman and W. 
F. Webster. The dinner was arranged by 








the Civic and Commerce Association and 
150 citizens were present. 

Nashwauk. <A new periodical rack has 
been added to the library. 

Nicoliet. The public library has been re- 
moved to the new consolidated school build- 
ing, where it now serves three country dis- 
tricts as well as the village. The library 
room is large, well lighted and nicely fur- 
nished, and heat and light is provided. 

Northfield. The Northfield Music Club 
has presented the library with a year’s sub- 
scription to Musical America and The Etude. 

A framed engraving of Lincoln’s Gettys- 
burg address has been received from Mrs. 
Clifford, and gifts of books from several 
interested patrons. 

Red Wing. The auditorium in the base- 
ment has been fitted up as a children’s room 
and the reference books are placed in the 
former children’s room. The circulation 
for March broke all previous records for 
that month. 

Royalton. The public library has been re- 
moved from the school building to F. B. 
Logan’s jewelry store, where Mrs. Logan 
will be in attendance every afternoon. 

St. Paul. Under the auspices of the Arts 
and Crafts department of the State Ameri- 
canization committee, an exhibit of handi- 
work of different nations was shown at the 
library the first week in June. 

St. Peter. An appeal is being made for 
gifts of books to replace some popular 
children’s books which are worn out. 

Stillwater. The Carnegie library has re- 
ceived a bequest of $2,700 from the estate 
of Mrs. Sarah A. Murdock, a former member 
of the library board. The will provides that 
the fund shall remain intact and the interest 
be devoted to purchase of books. 

Wadena. The total amount collected for 
the purchase of a library site was $2,210. 
The council has levied a tax of two mills 
which will amount to $1,500 and it is hoped 
that a Carnegie gift of $15,000 may be 
received. 
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
